Aa stated by Mr. Justice Lipplnoott: 
••The duty la a plain ooa—to assess 
property uniformly aod at Ita true value 
There exleta do auob thing aa a aeveoty 
per cent, or aa eighty or Bfty per cent, 
value. It la tba true value under all 
tba clrcumetaoeee aod aurroundloga of 
tba property, aod wbeoever a public 
officer, wboee duty It la to assess, wll- 
fully fixes a higher or lower value thao 
the true ooe. It la neglect of pubtlo duty 
aod a misconduct lo office. U Is tbao 
wttfut malfeasance or misfeasance, and 
tba llablUly of a public official la tbe 
same lo both cases.'* It Is sometimes 
urged In extenuation of tbe custom of 
undervaluation that It can work no 
barm so long aa all tbe property lo tbe 
taxing district la a***e*#d at a uniform 
percentage of true value, but It la rarely 
tbat a definite percentage la selected or 
adhered to. It oot only leads to valu* 
atlona baaed solely on arbitrary figures, 
but It results In tbe grossest Inequali¬ 
ties lo tbe apportionment of tbe eouoty 
taxes, for wbere tbe assessor of one 
taxing district may assess property at 
ona-tblrd of Its value, tba aaaeaaor lo a 
neighboring taxing district may assess 
at oue-ba'f or one-fourth, aod still 
another at double tbe value. 

Tbe statutory provision requiring as¬ 
sessors to asaess all property a. Its true 
value applies of course to personal ■» 
well aa to real properly. Tangible per 
eooal property Is assessable In the 
taxing district where It Is found, aod 
Intangible personalty la assessable to 
the owner wbere be resides on tbe 
twentieth day of May In each year. 
Tangible personalty Includes household 
and office furnlabtngs, personal affects, 
goods In stock, storage or process of 
manufacture, machinery oot a part of 
real estate, live stock, vehicle#, water 
craft, aod other visible property In¬ 
tangible personalty loeludss credits, 
money on band or on deposit In banka, 
safa deposit or trust companies, shares 
of stock In State aod National banka, 
capital stock of trust oompanlet, and 
other Investments not exempt from 
taxation, tush as rkaraa of stock U 
corporations not chartered lo New 
Jersey, when tbe lex on the seme bee 
oot been paid lo another State wttbto 
tba last twelve months.

How Shoppers Are KoolrS—Te*«* 

Which Show the Pare Material. 

Pure silk, wbeu It baa been through 
•I) tbe prtx-eiwes necessary to bring out 
all Its good qualifies, la worth Its 
weight in silver, said an expert the 
other day. Therefore the women who 
expect to buy pure ailk at little more 
than the price of cotton must expect to 
be fooled, and there are lota of ways by 
which the manufacturer geta even with 
them. 

They make stuff tbat Is called silk 
and passes for It with credulous per¬ 
son 9 who don't know any belter, oat of 
nearly any old thing now. One favor¬ 
ite Imitation silk Is made of cellulose 
treated with chemicals. It Isn’t a good 
material to get on fire In. Then there 
are south sea Island cottons and some 
mercerized cotton which after treat¬ 
ment look something like silk, though 
of course they wear very differently, 
and their silken appearance soon van* 
tabes. 

But It Is In adulterating goods which 
really have some silk In them that the 
greatest skill la exercised to deceive 
tbe buyer. To obtain tbe requited rus¬ 
tle and body rough floss is often used 
for the woof of the material- This soon 
causes It to wear shiny. 

Another trick la to Increase tba 
weight and apparent solidity of a flim¬ 
sy silk material by using metallic salts 
In tba dye vats. Pressing with stun* 
kinds of ailk Increases the weight also, 
but at tbe sacrifice of strength. Cheap, 
erackly, stiff silk which baa heavy 
cords Is good silk to avoid. It won't 
wear. 

There are several tests which reveal 
readily the purity of a piece of silk. 
The microscope of course will show It 
at once, even to an unprnctlced <*ye. 
Pure silk has the app*-ar^'-e of fine, 
smooth tuU-s. Another gi^i test is I• y 
burning Pure silk burns slowly. wltl 
a sltglit odor. Cotton flares up qul< klj 
and would throw off a decidedly disa 
green(>le sineII. 

Then the tongue will readily reveal 
the presence of metallic salts. There I* 
no mistaking their ta;ite. Itut all rh**«e 
may l>e disregarded, said the expert, 
when silk Is offered for the price of cot 
*on. You need not bother to test tha* 
■tuff.—New York Sun.
